Of the Luminarian Eclipſes that happen in 
the Jear, 1672, 


Here will be four Eclipſes this Year, according to the 
{ Ephemerides of John Gadbury ; two of the Sun, and 
2s many of the Moon ; whoſe words thereof I ſhall make 
bold to tranſcribe , it being neither injury to the Author on 
the one hand, nor an Impoſition on the Reader on the other, 
when I plainly te} them who I make uſe of. 

The tirſt Eclipſe is of the Sun, and happens on February the 
18. about three of the Clock in the Afternoon, but it being 
a very ſmall partil Eclipſe, will ſcarcely be perceptible , and 
theretore to inſert the Type would be of little ule ro the Lo» 
rers of Aſtronomy. 

The ſecond is an Eclipſe of the Moon, and falls on the third 
day of March about two of the Clock in the Afternoon, it is 
Inviſible as to us, becauſe celebrated when the Sun is above 
our Horizon, and the Luminary Eclipſed under the Earth ; 
yet the Eclipſe being ſomewhat large, viz. neer balt of the 
Moons body obſcured, I ſhall take a little notice thereof,viz
